Subic Bay families hosted Clark families, bache- 
lors tripled up with Navy counterparts in bar- 
racks, and others were housed on cots in the base’s

Although Subic Bay covers about 62,000 acres, 
the garrison itself is relatively small, with only 
2,200 housing units for a permanent presence of 
about 14,000 sailors, dependents and civilian em- 
ployees.

“The burning cross is itself an un- 
mistakable symbol of violence and 
hatred based on virulent notions of 
racial supremacy,” the state court 
said. 

“It is the responsibility, even the 
obligation, of diverse communities to 
confront such notions in whatever 
form they appear.”

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Trial begins for Earth First members 


PRESCOTT, Ariz. — Five radical environmentalists, including a founder 
of Earth First!, went on trial Monday on charges including conspiring to 
sabotage nuclear plants in three states. 

In the trial, the government hopes to prove that current and former mem- 
bers of Earth First!, a militant environmental group, damaged ski lifts, sawed 
through power poles and plotted to sabotage nuclear installations. 

At least one defense lawyer will argue that the government entrapped the 
activists in the eight-month FBI investigation that lead to the 1989 arrests. 

Among the defendants is David Foreman of Tucson, who helped found 
Earth First! The loosely knit group uses a clenched fist as its logo and espouses 
the motto “No Compromise in the Defense of Mother Earth.” 

Foreman helped start the group about 11 years ago but left it last summer, 
citing political differences. He is accused of conspiracy in the sabotage inci- 
dents by allegedly providing money, know-how and literature to his co-de- 
fendants. 

At a pretrial hearing Tuesday, Foreman’s lead attorney, Gerry Spence, 
argued that Foreman is the victim of a government vendetta against eco-ter- 
rorism. 

Spence, who has won numerous high-profile cases, including last summer’s 
racketeering trial of Imelda Marcos, said Foreman has been singled out 
because of his leadership in Earth First! 


lran reports lraqi forces attack on Shiites 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — Iran on Monday reported explosions in southern 
Iraq, which it said were the start of an attack by Iraqi forces on hundreds of 
thousands of Shiite Muslims trapped in Iraq’s southern marshlands. 

Tehran television said fighting between Shiites and Saddam Hussein’s 
forces also broke out in two southern Iraqi cities, and the state TV reported 
that Baghdad had stationed forces on the Iranian border to block Shiite 
refugees from fleeing to Iran. 

Official Iraqi media on Monday had no comment on the reports of attacks. 
Iraq on Sunday denied a weekend report by the British Broadcasting Corp. 
that Baghdad was planning a large-scale assault on the Shiites. 

Iran’s state news media have been accurate in reporting internal develop- 
ments in Iraq since the Iran-Iraq war ended in 1988. But there was no 
confirmation of the latest reports and Tehran has been hostile toward Iraq 
regarding Baghdad’s treatment:of the Shiites in southern Iraq. 


Allies quietly withdraw from Turkey 


ZAKHO, Iraq — Allied forces have withdrawn nearly 4,000 troops from 
southern Turkey and northern Iraq in the past three weeks, and military and 
other sources said Monday the military occupation will end within two months. 

The sources, speaking on condition of anonymity, said American officials 
told Western aid workers over the weekend that the allied presence in Iraq 
will continue for “more than two weeks, but less than two months.” 

The American officials told aid workers they could not be more specific, the 
sources said. The U.S. officials were identified as Fred Cuny, an aid expert 
working for the State Department’s Disaster Assistance Relief Team, and 
Army Maj. Gen. Jay Garner, commander of the security side of the operation 
to repatriate the Kurds. 

Aides to Garner declined to comment Monday when asked about the meet- 
ing. 

The comments were among the first indications of a specific time frame on 
ending the allied occupation of northern Iraq. Nearly all the 450,000 Kurds 
who fled to Turkey after a failed rebellion in Iraq in March have returned 
home. 


Presbyterians give marriage a blessing 


BALTIMORE — Presbyterians on Monday rejected a report on human 
sexuality that would have given the church’s blessing to premarital sex, 
homosexuality and bisexuality. 

In an action watched closely by other Protestant denominations, the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church (U.S.A.) also voted 534-31 to send a 
letter to its 10,500 churches affirming the sanctity. of the marriage bond and 
past church statements declaring homosexuality to be wrong. 

“Let it be said that in Baltimore, the 203rd General Assembly heard the cry 
of the church for an assembly that listens to the grass roots,” the assembly said 
inits letter to churches. Nearly 300 Presbyterian gay rights activists followed 
a wooden cross down the center of the convention hall in a silent protest of the 
assembly’s action. 

“This report determines that the Presbyterian Church continues to hold te 


the torturous biblical interpretations that for centuries also denied full rights 


to Afro-Americans, blacks and women,” said the Rev. Howard B. Warren Jr. 
of Presbyterian AC UP, a gay rights group. 


Bias could jeopardize Utah Olympic bid 


LONDON — The chairman of the Salt Lake Olympic Bid Committee 
arrived in England Monday, saying anti-American sentiments by rival cities 
could jeopardize Utah’s hopes of winning the 1998 Winter Games. 

Tom Welch downplayed a report that pro-abortion forces may picket the 
International Olympic Committee’s meeting in Birmingham, protesting 
Utah’s strict new anti-abortion law. 

“My greatest concern is that these other cities are going to be shooting at 
Salt Lake, at the United States having the games back-to-back,” he said. 

“Tf they create an environment of discomfort, such as was created with the 
Atlanta decision, it will become more difficult for us,” Welch told the Stan- 
dard-Examiner during a brief interview Monday at London’s Gatwick Air- 


port. 

When the IOC awarded the 1996 Summer Games to Atlanta last September, 
the move was sharply criticized by some observers who said the committee 
sold out to the money the American city could deliver with the backing of 
corporate sponsors such as Coca-Cola.

Then I will 
go home to Namibia for a month be- 
fore participating in the World Cham- 
pionships in Tokyo, Japan at the end 
of August,” said Fredericks of his 
post - college track career. 

Fredericks also hopes to be able to 
compete in the Olympics soon. His 
country, Namibia, which was for- 
merly a providence of South Africa, 
recently received its independence. 

Because of the ban of South African 
athletes in international competition, 
Fredericks would not have the oppor- 
tunity to compete in the Olympics.

NEW YORK — Denver and Miami 
on Monday all but clinched major 
league baseball teams when an expan- 
sion committee recommended they 
join the National League in 1993. 

The recommendation will be pre- 
sented to the eight-member major 
league ownership committee on 
Wednesday and to all owners at 
league meetings later that day. Ap- 
proval is expected to be routine. 

“They obviously were the two most 
attractive choices,” commissioner 
Fay Vincent said in Santa Monica, 
Calif., where owners meet Wednes- 
day and Thursday. “That speaks for 
itself.” 

Each franchise will pay a $95 mil- 
lion expansion fee, which will be dis- 
tributed to both leagues. 

Last week, Vincent broke with tra- 
dition and awarded $42 million to the 
American League, or $3 million per 
team. 

Each National League team will re- 
ceive $12.33 million.

Menacing 
mosquitoes

If April showers bring May flow- 
ers, what do May showers bring? 
Mosquitoes. 

Officials say this spring’s heavy 
rains have been a boom to Utah’s 
mosquito population, causing the 
pesky population to reach record pro- 
portions. 

Entomologist Sam Dickson, man- 
ager of mosquito abatement in Salt 
Lake City, said the mosquito popula- 
tion in that city is the largest it has 
been in 10 years. 

“All that moisture everybody 
wanted has been great in many ways, 
but it has been pretty bad from a 
mosquito-control perspective,” Dick- 
son said. 

Director of Utah County mosquito 
abatement, entomologist Lewis Mar- 


Utah County. 

“We started to get quite a few com- 
plaints just today,” Marrott said Mon- 
day. 

“Every time it rains, you get 
mosquitoes. The problem is, that’s all 
its been doing — raining.” 

Marrott said approximately 
140,000 acres in Utah County are rou- 
tinely checked for mosquito breeding 
sources. 

“These rains have filled up every 
little hole, pool and low spot in the 
valley. It’s hard for us to get them all, 
especially when this species can ma- 
ture in as little as six days.” 

Marrott said mosquito eggs can lay 
dormant for years and then begin to 
develop when flooded with water. 

Dickson said the mosquitoes do not 
carry disease, and officials hope many 
of the wet breeding areas will dry up 
before mid-July, the peak time for en- 
cephalitis-carrying mosquitoes. 

Dickson said bad weather has ham- 
pered spraying efforts and, at the 
same time, provided ideal breeding 
conditions for mosquitoes. 

Marrott said Utah County has been 
making every effort to use mosquito- 
control methods that are friendly to 
the environment. 

These methods include. planting 
fish that feed on mosquito larvae, use 
of biological larvacide and computer- 
monitored spraying, Marrott said.

state Republican Party chairman po-

Wayne Owens, 
D-Utah, and lost control of the Salt 
Lake County Commission for the first 
time in 12 years. 

Hough, 37, the former CEO of Bon- 
neville International’s satellite opera- 
tion, said the party is not meeting its 
full potential. 

Some Republicans want to give up 
rather than face the problems the 
party is facing, he said. “We can’t 
walk away.” 

Hough compared the party to the 
Democratic Party in the early 1970’s. 
“They were the majority party, but 
they lost enthusiasm. They fed upon

Jet provides 
students with 
cutting edge

Several BYU engineering students 
won the Society of Manufacturing En- 
gineers Robotics Contest for their 
unique water jet with computer soft- 
ware. 

The idea of a water jet is not new. 
The unique aspect of this system is 
the software that controls the jet 
from a computer keyboard. Patterns 
can be typed into the computer and 
executed by the water jet. “The ma- 
chine has the capability of cutting 
with an accuracy better than plus or 
minus one five-thousandth of an 
inch,” said Robert Todd, associate 
professor of manufacturing engineer- 
ing. 

“We have used water pressure of 
60,000 pounds per square inch to com- 
press water that travels three times 
the speed of sound and cuts through 
almost anything,” Todd said. 

The water jet measures nine-feet 
high and weighs 2,000 pounds. “We 
developed it for BYU because they 
were interested in building a water 
jet,” team member Peter Ogden said. 
The jet was planned and developed 
within a two-semester time period. 
Students were treated as if they 
worked for a real corporation. 

The food industry uses the jet pri- 
marily for cutting food. “Using the jet 
leaves the food free from contamina- 
tion and is more sanitary than using a 
blade,” team member Phil Davis said. 

Another advantage to the jet is that 
- it does not use heat to cut the object. 
“Objects that cut by heat usually 
change the formation of the object or 
melt it,” team leader Chris Olsen 
said. Water gives the object a clean 
cut.
